Bow the Nefarious Workers of the Nlgta* 


Obtain Their Tooltt. 


Every little while, says the Boston 


Daily Globe, the police arrest a ljuan 
with a kit of burglars' tools in his pos- 
session, and one naturally wonders 
•where they all come from. It is easy 
to buy a gun of any description, and 
the most reputable eitizen would not 
be ashamed to be seen purchasing the 
most wicked looking knife ever made; 
but who would know where to get a 
sloBgshot, or a jimmio, or a device for 
drilling into a safe, or any of the many) 
tools used by the professional bnrglar 
in the pursuit of his calling-? There 
probably are places in many large] 
sities where these things are made andj 
sold to the users, but such places arei 
scarce. Once in awhile the police find! 
ouch a factory, and then things go hard j 
for the proprietors. It may seem a 
little strange to learn that most of thoj 
tools used in burglaries are made by] 
mechanics who are respectable men ia j 
the community. 


When a burglar wants any particular 


tool made he froes to a mechanic who 
can do the job, and pays him perhaps 
five times what it is actually worth for 
making' the tool and keeping still 
about it. Superintendent Elbridge of 
the police department recalls many 
cases oi this kind that have come to 
lig it in Boston. One in particular 013- 
ctrrred three years ago, when an es- 
caped convict named Williams went to 
a blacksmith in Roxbury and got him 
to make a lot of drills to be used in safe 
cracking. 
lie 
personally 
superin- 


tended the tempering of tlio steel, and 
when the job was nearly completed it 
leaked out and Williams was arrested. 
In this instance, the blacksmith knew 
nothing of the use to which the tools 
were to be put, and escaped punish- 
ment. In the opinion of Superintendent 
Elbridg-e most of the tools used by 
burglars are secured in this way. The 
only regular establishment where they 
were made ever discovered in Boston 
was at the West End. This was years 
ago, and the place was soon broken up. 


EFFECT OF AIR ON COAL, 


ITacta Concerning tho Ventilation of Large 


Omuititles. 


A thorough and scientific examina- 


tion made by an English chemist on 
the effect of air and ventilation on 
coal gives

I. The danger of spontaneous firing ol 
coal in large lumps is very slight, but, 
is much greater with smaller coal and 
still greater with dust, the increase of j 
danger being1 due to the larger extent 
of surface exposed to the air in propor- 
tion to tho mass of coal.

dried coal which contains more than 
;hree per cent, of moisture is dan- 
gerous, but if it contains loss the dan- 
*or diminishes, the moisture contained 
aeing a measure of tho absorbent 
power of the coal for air, and the 
moro absorbent the coal the more 
dangerous. 
3. The danger is lome- 


what increased by the presenoa of 
pyrites in large quantity. 4. Newly- 
won coal should be shielded from the 
air as much as possible to prevent the 
ihance of rapid heating, and for the 
same reason it is best not to stack it in 
.arge heaps, since these retain the 
icat. 5. All external sources of heat, 
such as steam pipes, boilers and hot 
lues in the neighborhood of tlie coal, 
add very greatly to the risk, sponta- 
neous heating becoming vastly more 
rapid when it is assisted from without.

S'ew York is in this respect worse than 
other American cities, but thu figures 
recently published recording the ex- 
penditure of that city in the year 1893 
:or schools, amusements and drinks 
are alarming as well as instructive 


The city's public school bill for the 


year mimed, representing the larger 
part of tho expenditure for education, 
was four million dollars 
Its amuse- 


ment bill—tho sum which it paid for 
its theaters, circuses and other public 
shows—was seven million dollars. And 
its drink bill was sixty million dollars' 


It is needless to make any comment 


upon these figures Tho proportion 
iolds good, or nearly good, of the 
whole country. What is wasted upon 
drink and lost in speculation and other 
forms of gambling would vastly more 
than double the salaries of all the 
teachers and preachers in the United 
States. 


The Potato Centurlfa Ago. 


It has been proved beyond a doubt 


that at the time of the discovery of 
America the cultivation of the potato 
was practiced with every appearance 
of ancient usage in the temperate re- 
gions from Chili to New Grenada at 
altitudes varying with the latitude. 
The name of the discoverer of the po- 
tato is unknown, but Du Candolle 
sums up the history of its discovery aa 
follows: "The potato is wild in Chill 
in a form which is still seen in our 
cultivated plants; it is doubtful wheth- 
er its natural home extends to Pern 
and New Granada; its cultivation was 
diffused before the discovery of Amer- 
ica and it was introduced in the latter 
half of the sixteenth century into that 
part of the United States now known 
as Virginia and North Carolina, and 
the potato was imported into Europe 
first by the Spaniards and afterward

The mayor also discovered 


that one of Sohwab's men, while canvas- 
ing for Hopkins, had robbed a house, and 
another one had frightened a woman so 
badly that she la now seriously ill. The 
people can depend upon this: There will 
be no robbery of the city's funds so long 
as Geo. B. Swift is mayor. He ought to 
be elected at the special election. 


THE Review suggests that the Demo- 


cratic campaigners succeeded in making 
converts to tariff reform of B great many 
Kepnblicans. That is true as to 1880 
and 1892, but they did it by misrepre- 
senting the reenUs that would follow. 
But, judging from the outcome of the 
recent elections, the results which fol- 
lowed the Demooratio victory of 1892 has 
made more converts to American protec- 
tion than were ever before made in this 
country in the same period. Democratic 
leaders profess not to believe this, but go 
recklessly on tearing away the support 
of American labor.

IT is reported that Secretary Gresham

He has made such a 
lamentable failure in his diplomacy in 
relation to Hawaii thet it is practically 
certain that if he fulls into to the hands 
of the "uhild-like nnd bland" diplomats 


I of that empire, his nearest neighbors 


won't be able to recogdizehim when OOL- 
olnsions have been reached. Onr advice 
to Mr. Gresham would be: Dor't try to 
do any more work along diplomatic lines, 
it's too hard wo.'k for a misfit statesman. 


THE workingmea are still petitioning 


and sending delegations to plead with 
congress not to pass the Wilson bill, as 
it means idleness, poverty, or law wages 
to them. If the present aaminifitration 
were half as friendly to the interests of 
American workingme^ us it is to the 
queen of Hawaii, they wonld not have to 
go to the oxpeose of pleading with it not 
to take the bread from the mouths of their 
families. 


The President on Hawaii. 


In his message the President says, in 


introducing the Hawaiian matter: "This 
treaty I withdrew for examination, end 
dispatched the Hon. James H. Blonnt to 
Honolulu as a special commissioner to 
make an impartial investigation,'1 etc. 
And further along he says: "After a thor- 
ough and exhaustive examination Mr. 
Elonnt submitted to me his report, show- 
ing beyond all question that the consti- 
tutional governmant of Hawaii had been 
subverted with the active aid of onr rep- 
resentative to that government, and 
through the intimidation caused by the 
presence of an armed naval force which 
was landed for that purpose," etc. 


Here are two very remarkable state- 


ments. It seems quite strange that if 
the president withdrew from the senate 
the treaty entered into by the Hawaiian 
administration, for examination, that he 
does not report in that message the re- 
sult ot that examination. The provi- 
sional government at Hawaii existed 
when that treaty was submitted, and it 
exists yet. It was recognized by all the 
civilized cations as a government, and 
was so recognized by Cleveland when he 
sent not "a," but ''my," dommiesioner to 
Honolulu. That treaty only related to 
the annexation of the islands to the 
United States, and an examinution could 
result in but one of two things—either a 
reenbmiision cr a rejection. The presi- 
dent has done neither of these things, 
and the very plain inference is he did not 
withdraw it.for the purpose of examining 
it, but did it in deference to the wishes 
of persons interested in the restoration 
of the queen. The statement that he 
withdrew it for examination was evi- 
dently made for the purpose of deceiving 
congress and the people. 


What Mr. Cleveland started out to do 


was to fiad an excuse for restoring the 
queen, aa the second branch of the mes- 
sage quoted above ehowe. He sent "My 
Commissiooer" to niako an investigation. 
That prodigal has letnroed, made hifi 
report and the president's machine to 
restore the queen has fallen to pieces, 
and the American people are kicking the 
remains about the streets, and by ways. 
lu faot these conditions existed when 
the president submitted hia message, 
and it was certainly a piece ot great pre- 
sumption on his part to speak of Blount's 
report as showing, '•beyond all question," 
that thia government aided in deposing 
the queen. Everybody who baa spoken 
or written on the 
subject has torn 


Blouul's report to pieces and there is 
more to follow. 
]f 
Cleveland 
and 


Greshum are laying the unotioa to tbeir 
souls that Blount's report proves any- 
thing "beyond all question," save that he 
went to Honolulu to set up a joh on tho 
American peoplo in the interest of a 
dissolute queen, vhey are mietakeJ. Not 
only Mr. Blount's report but the motives 


ottbe administration, which prompted 
it, ore in question, and the whole bunch 
of schemers will discover that faot iiooner

Mr. Cleve- 
land shows to the best advantage when 
he talks on the tariff. He is not yet 
frightened, 
though there is enough 


against him. In the face of a derToit it 
is indeed courageous to cheapen the 
tariffs. The bill to effect this will not be 
carried without B fierce struggle. Presi- 
dent Cleveland is making B gallant at- 
tempt to regain the position he occupied 
prior to the election ot Mr. Harrison. If 
he succeeds we have no doubt as to the 
result. 
His success will rivet npon 


Americans the belief in free trade. 


St. James' Gazette: Nothing could 


be leas spread-eagle than the statement 
regarding Hawaii, which is scrupulously 
fair. The United Stales has learned in 
a most convincing way the elementary 
lesson that if yon do not buy from jour 
neighbor be will not buy from yon. We 
are inclined to the belief that the Cleve- 
land cabinet will not be wanting in ef- 
forts to tnru the president's brave words 
into deeds.

Elias MoJun- 
kins and Charles Smoot, each iged 18 
years, weie connected with tbe crime, 
and both were sent to tbe penitentiary 
for life by Judge Bookwalter,

way, rode with farmers in their wagons, 
stopped at booses for water and lingered 
n pastures near the road playing cards. 
They seemed lo be perfectly reckless 
and indifferent, as [o who sow them 


It was 9 o'clock in tht. . v ^ n i n g when 


,hey reached Helmiok's house. 
Auoor - 


ing to the program Pate remained in the 
road. 
SUers, McJenkins and bmoot 


with drawn revolvers marched in, ex- 
pecting to find Mr. Helmick seated on 
nio porch with bis wife and children. 
They intended to make him shell out his 
money in the presence of his family, and 
it he or bis two grown sons resisted to 
shoot them down without mercy. 


The robbers were much disuppointed 


to find tbe house deserted. Pate, who 
knew tun family habits, said: "They are 
all down to the Pilot church. We will 


down the road that way and hold him 


or any one else up that we meet." 


The rest of the ging assented. The 


first persons they rust—Oharles Neff and 
Frank Smoot, two larmer lada—were re- 
turning home in a buggy. While Pate 
and Stiers covered them with a revolver 
Smoot quickly relieved them of 55 cents 
and an old pocket-knife, all they bad. 


After they were released Neff and 


Frank Sinoot drove down tbe rosd as 
fast as they could go. They afterwards 
told that they had been robbed by four 
very large and powerful men. Church 
being out the farmers began coming 
pretty close together—too close to sail 
Pate, who had aasnmiid the leadership of 
the gang. He let the first four or five 
vehicles psss. 


A two-horss buggy was then ssen 


coming up the road, bearing Mr. and 
Mrs, Helmicfc. Stiers and Hmoot step- 
ped on one side of the road, Pate and 
MoJunkins caught the horses by the 
bite. Stiers and Pate both presenting 
revolvers, 
commanded 
"Halt" 
and 


"Hands up." 
Helmiok answered, "All 


right, boys." 
Looking at Stiers, he 


thought the revolver was a knife, and, 
taming to Lis wife said: "Never mind, it 
ia nothing but a knife," At the same 
tin<e he whipped his hcrsss, which were 
young colts. 
MoJunkine and Smoot 


were unable to bold the team, which 
broke away from them. 
Pate yelled 


after th^ fugitives: "D 
n yon, I will 


show yon whether it is a knife." He 
then fired, Stiers fired almost at the 
same time. Then Pate fired two more 
shots. 
Helmiok dropped dead in bis 


wife's arms at the first shot. His only 
words were: "Oh, my." 
Mru. Hnlmick 


•drove tbe team to her residence, half a 
mile away. Medical aid was at once 
called. There were three bullets in Hel- 
miok's body, one at the base of the brain 
and two in the back. 


Pate and Stiers both claimed on the 


trial that they only intended to scare 
Helmick. Since then they have declared 
tliat they shot to kill. 
Fate was the only one of the four that 


knew Helmick, and he did not recognize 
him until after the command to ha't had 
been given, After the shooting Stiers 
said: "I believe you hit him," and Pate 
replied: "It don't make anydiff ranee 
i; I did; that is one man I have killed on 
the highway, anyway." After the shoot- 
ing the boys walked b&ok to JJanville. 


ABBB8T OF TEB OA3O. 


The sbooticg occurred Friday night, 


Aug. 25. On Saturday MoJnakios was 
arrested, and on Sunday Smoot was cap- 


tured, both on information of people who 
had seen them in the neighborhood and 
suspected them. They were both soon 
released, there being no evidence to hold 
them. Later in the day Smoot confessed 
to David King Gray, who notified the 
police. Smoot was rearreated, and at 
the police station broke down and made 
a fall confession, 


The officers daring the same night ar- 


rested MoJunkine, Pate and Stiers. The 
latter bad left town, but learning that 
his brother, William 9tiers, had been 
falsely accused and was in jail, he con- 
cluded he would return and face tbe con- 
sequences. The bpya all pleaded guilty 
and went on the witness aland and mide 
a full confession of the crime. 


Pate nd Stiers were utterly uncon- 


cerned when, on Oct. 30, sentence of 
deatu was passed on them. Pate was 
sentenced first. He told the court it was 
what he expected and he did not oare. 
When Stiers was sentenced Pate said: 
"Good; we will go together." Stieis 
said: "It was jutt what I expected and I 
don't give ad 
." 


ALT. BBADT FOB A LYNCHING. 


The court room was full of determined 


men, who had come in from the oonntry 
to see that tba gallows was not cheated 
out of its lawful prey. They were thor- 
oughly organised. They had all arrange- 
ments made, iu case Judge Bookkwalter 
did not hang Pate and Stiere, to take all 
four of tba prisoners away from the offi- 
cers as they were returning to jail from 
tbe court bouse. Horses were ia readi- 
ness to carry the prisoners quickly away 
three or fo r miles in the oonntry, where 
a place bad been prepared to hang all 
four of them. 


As soon as the sentence was passed 


some of the wealthiest men in tbe Hel- 
mick neighborhood were seen around the 
court house with tears in their eyes and 
almost dancing with joy, congratulating 
each other that they bad escaped the 
necessity of taking the chances of pun- 
ishment for lynching the prisoners. Had 
Judge Bookwalter given them all a life 
sentence the farmers were determined 
that none of the culprits would ever 
reach the jail alive. 


NABBOW EPCAPB FROM JDD9B LYNCH. 
The first night tbe prisoners were in 


jail a crowd of 2000 persons collected 
aud >oamped around the jail all night. 
Sheriff John Newlon and Turnkey Polb. 
Phillips thought a lynching was immi- 
nent. They had Mr. Carr, Wabasb yard- 
master at Til ton, run an engine over to 
Wright's mill, in the neighborhood of tha 
jail, where it remained several hours. It 
V7B8 the intention of Sheriff Newlon to 
plaos tbe culprits on the engine and flee 
to Deoatur or Paris. The crowd was BO 
thick the prisoners could not be moved 
and Phillips was informed that if the at- 
tempt was made to move them they 
would all certainly be lynched. Mayor 
James Sloan and State's Attorney Wil 
aon were both especially active in secur- 
ing the arrest of tbe criminals.

As soon as 
the spectators bad taken position abon 
the stairs the sheriff with two deputie 
entered the cell for the purpose of read 
ing tbe death warrant. When Shenl 
Newlon commenced reading tbe deal, 
warrant Pate and Stires walked up an 
stood one upon each side of him. When 
he had concluded they said they were 
glad tbe time was so near at bund, an 
they would be with the blessed Savior 


After they had shaken hands with th 


ministers the march to thesosffold began 
Firnt came the sheriff, then the Kevs 
Whitlock and Shields, and Pate anc 
Stires following, Deputy Phillips 
the arm of Pate and Deputy Bnyder tha 
of Stires, As th«y were about to ate; 
upon the scaffold Pate stopped and ehoo! 
hands with Deputy Olehj and said: " 
want to meet you in the other world. 
Upon the scaffold tney were placed bac 
to back, one foot resting upon each c 
the double doors to the drops which wer 
to separate and fall downward when th 
rope was cat. Sheriff Newlon asked Pat 
if he had anything to say, His repl 
wae: "I am sorry I committed the orim 
I did. I am at peace with my Makei 
and I hope my execution will be a warn 
ing to all boys of my age.1' Stires als 
eaid he was sorry for the deed; that h 
had received forgiveness and wnnld soo 
be with the blessed Matter.

t Tells of Athens, Mara Hill, tha 


Aoropolie, the Tomb of Poly- 


carp and the Isle 


of Patmos.

•acts from a letter written to him from 
my ma, Turkey, November 14,1893, by 


H. Madden, ot Danville, 111., United 


tales consul to that city: 
I was appointed on tho 29th of June, 
nd sailed from New York on August 
26th. I landed at Liverpool September 
d, and spent a week in England and six 
ays in Paris. From Paris I went to 
ologne, Germany, stopping a day on 
ie way at Brnssells to visit Waterloo. 
"Vom Cologne, I took boat up the Rhine 
o Mayenpe. From Mayenoe, via Frank- 
ort, to Vienna. At Vienna I learned I 
would be quarantined in Bulgaria if I 
ttempted to reach Constantinople by 
bat route. Hence, I retraced my oonree, 
r rather turned off, to Venice, where I 
pent four days, and then went to Trieste 
nd took steamer for Smyrna. Tbe ship 
top pea halt a day at Athens, acd I vis- 
aed the Acropolis and Mars Hill where 
It. Paul stood and (tdciressed the people 
D the market place. It Is eaey to find

'he conformation of the ground is 
noh that there is oniy one plaee 
where he could 
have stood. 
This 


lace is marked by a Greek cross. Mars 
lill is solid quartz look, and can not 
lave changed any since tbe dny St. Paul 
tood upon it and eaid to the populace. 
Ye men ot Athene. I perceive that in 
II things ye are too superstitious.1' Thai 
was the highest example of human cour- 
age ever displayed in tbe world. One 
who has never visited tbe spot can hardly 
magiue what heroism waa required to 
tand there and deliver that speech. He 
was standing almost in the very shadow 
ot the Grand Parthenon, one of tte 
greatest of Pagan temples ever erected 
o Minerva. On bis right, and bnt a few 
ods away.jwas the Temple ot Theseus, 
reeled to venns. These temples are 
still standing. 
Tbe people whom be 


.ddreesed believed in these deities 
.nd they also believed that a wore 
spoken against them in Athens was 
ikely to provoke tbe wrath of these god 
(jesses, and bring destruction upon the 
entire city. Paul was a thousand miles 
'rom home and friends—a stranger in a 
strange land. As I stood upon that Epot 
and looked about me and pondered over 
these things I thought the lives of the 
Apostles alone seemed sufficient proo: 
>t tbe truth of Christianity. Tbe day St 
Paul stood there and made that oelebra 
;ed oration he marked the line of ligb' 
and shadow between paganism and ohris 
tian civilization. I rom the spot where 
Paul stood I broke off B piece of stone 
for you which I send yon by mail trust 
ing it will reach you in far-off America 
It was undoubtedly trodden by his feef 
and echoed tba sound of his voice, It ii 
a relic ot more value than all tbe sop 
posed relics in all the old cathedrals o 
Europe. 
I went from Athens to Syra and t 


Crete, two Grecian islands. 
Then, I 


the island of Patmos, made boly by the 
visit of St. John. From Patmos I wen 
to the Island of Sohloa, and from Sohios 
to»mjTDB. I frequently thocght of yon 
on this trip and wiuhed yon might hav 
been with me. I felt sure yon wouk 
have enjoyed it very much. Here 
Smyrna I am on historic ground. From 
the second story of my building I can 
see the tomb of tbe martyr, Polyoarp 
It was here he suffered and died. Thi 
is also one of the many birth-places o 
Homer. Most historians regard it B 
the real one. Smyrna has about 308,00 
population, bnt it is so compactly buil 
it does not look so large. The greate

The scenes on the street

Smyrna, a beautiful body of water, whio 
is surrounded by mountains.

Almost every house bad beei 
ru'.ned, and every church leveled to tb 
ground. In a few weeks I expect t 
visit the ruins of Epbesns, which ar 
about seventy-five miles from here.
